Ser*en*dip*i*ty  (sr'n-dp'-t)  n-  the  gift  of  receiving  riches  not  sought  for;  the  benevolence  of  chance 
(From  the  characters  in  the  Persian  fairy  tale  The  Three  Princes  of  Serendipity, 
who,  “as  their  highnesses  traveled,  were  always  making  discoveries,  by  accidents  and  sagacity, 
of  things  which  they  were  not  in  quest  of...”}  - Merriam  Webster 

Serendipity  is  not  exactly  a common  word  - it  is  rarely  used  and  seldom  heard.  And  yet,  what 
other  word,  what  other  concept,  so  perfectly  encompasses  four  tumultuous  years  of  high  school?

"When  I decided  to  write  this,  the  first  thing  that  came  to  me  was  a quote  from  Alice's  Adventures  in  Wonderland  and  Through 
the  Looking  Glass  by  Lewis  Carroll,  'Alice  moving  under  skies.  Never  seen  by  waking  eyes.'"  And  I thought  of  this  because 
it  made  me  realize  that  this  same  quote  is  true  for  Mr.  Riley.  Although  we  may  not  see  him  with  our  waking  eyes,  he  is  still 
moving  around  us.  He  is  taking  care  of  us,  watching  over  us,  and  I’m  sure  he  is  probably  cursing  us  for  making  such  a fuss 
over  him.  Mr.  Riley  was  a simple  man,  and  that  was  exactly  what  I needed  in  my  life  when  I strolled  into  his  class  sophomore 
year  when  nothing  else  seemed  to  be  going  right.  He  looked  me  in  the  eyes,  welcomed  me  to  the  first  day  of  class,  and 
instantly  I was  home.  I remember  how  that  evening  I sat  down  at  my  computer  and  wrote  a very  brief  chapter  to  a story  in 
which  the  main  character  was  based  on  Mr.  Riley.

If  he 
thought  something  was  wrong,  he  would  merely  suggest  you  try  something  else;  he  didn't  bother  telling  you  he  disliked  it. 
He  just  wasn't  that  type  of  man.  Whenever  1 saw  his  smiling  face,  it  reassured  me  that  everything  was  going  to  be  okay. 
And  even  now,  when  I cannot  see  his  face  any  longer,  I still  know  that  everything  is  going  to  be  all  right.  It  might  not  be  all 
right  when  I walk  by  his  room  and  someone  else  is  sitting  at  his  desk.  And  it  might  not  be  all  right  when  I see  the  pained 
looks  on  the  faces  of  those  closest  to  him.  But  I know  in  my  heart,  when  I close  my  eyes  and  go  to  sleep  at  night,  everything 
will  be  okay.  Becau.se  he  is  always  moving  around  us.  Watching  us.  Guiding  us  as  he  did  in  life.  And  1 will  go  on,  as  we  all 
will,  because  he  went  on.  Leading  the  race  whether  he  be  first  or  in  the  middle.  Leading  us  all  to  a better  life.  Leading  us  all 
to  a better  education.  And  now,  today,  he  did  exactly  what  he  always  did  best.  He  led  us  to  this  place,  at  this  time,  with  these 
people.

The  bizarre  and  quirky  musical 
first  erupts  as  senior  Angelo  McDonough, 
playing  Pseudolus,  and  company  belt  out  the 
catchy  tune  of  "Comedy  Tonight”  as  various 
characters  rush  down  the  aisles  stirring  up  the 
excitement.  The  opening  musical  number  and 
those  to  follow  were  all  hits  thanks  to  the 
musical  direction  of  Mr.  Robert  Lague. 
Technical  Directors  Danielle  Salvi  and  Nikki 
Roberto  and  technical  assistants  Katie 
Conneelly  and  Teanny  Yuen  did  a fantastic  job 
morphing  the  stage  into  a setting  two  hundred 
years  before  the  Christian  era.  building  not 
only  one,  but  three  completely  unique  and 
beautiful  houses.  However,  the  new  world 
created  on  stage  could  not  have  been  captured 
without  the  crew.  including  senior 
crewmembers  Dave  Hume  and  Susmita 
Mukherjee,  as  well  as  hair  and  makeup  artist 
Audrey  Genest. 

The  play  opens  on  a spring  day  in  the  city 
of  Rome.  Pseudolus  is  a fun  loving  slave  who 
longs  for  freedom.  The  twisted  plot  begins 
when  Pseudolus  proposes  a deal  to  Hero  (Theo 
Yeomalakis).  Pseudolus  promises  to  arrange  a 
marriage  for  Hero  and  the  beautiful  courtesan 
Philia  (Brittany  Cormier).  In  return  he  asks  for 
his  freedom.  The  cast  of  courtesans  included 
Ines  Costa,  Kali  Hegarty,  Meghan  Sheils, 
Rachel  Proulx.  and  seniors  Alora  Frederick 
and  Jill  Graczyk;  each  of  whom  danced  a 
lovely  piece  choreographed  by  Jill  Graczyk. 
Not  even  the  conniving  slave  could  foresee  the 
tangled  web  that  he  was  about  to  weave. 
Senior  Ryan  Marchant  hilariously  played  the 
courtesan  master,  Marcus  Lycus,  as  the  comic 
bit  of  mistaken  identities  kicked  into  high  gear. 
Suddenly  everybody  is  chasing  everyone  else; 
Pseudulos  runs  from  the  soldiers  including 
senior  Billy  Jenkins,  the  courtesans  are  running 
wildly  across  the  city,  and  mayhem  covers  the 
stage  in  one  of  the  funniest  scenes  of  the 
musical. 

In  the  end  it  is  discovered  that  the  real 
Philia  and  Miles  Gloriosus  (Tony  DiBiase)  are 
long-lost  brother  and  sister,  and  the  kidnapped 
children  of  Erronia,  captivatingly  played  by 
Alyssa  LoGrasso.  Hero  and  Philia  are  finally 
able  to  be  together,  and  of  course  the  scheming 
Pseudulos  wins  his  freedom.  A Funny  Thing 
Happened  on  the  Way  to  the  Forum  was  an 
extremely  successful  spring  musical  and  united 
Stoneham  students,  teachers,  and  parents  for  a 
weekend  of  musical  and  comedic  fulfillment!

Eppskrier  selected  the  play  Backstory 
by  Joan  Ackerman.  Backstory  reveals 
the  relationship  between  a brother  and 
sister,  as  well  as  acknowledges 
individual  character  growth.  The  story 
focuses  on  how  Ethan  and  Ainsley 
Belcher's  father  left  when  they  were 
both  at  a young  age.  It  follows  their 
experiences  through  adolescence,  first 
jobs,  love.  drinking.  frustration, 
devastation,  hope,  annoyance,  and  the 
monumental  moment  of  Ethan 
becoming  a father.  In  the  end  all  these 
experiences  strengthen  Ethan  and 
Ainsley’s  relationship  because  they 
were  all  each  other  had.
